Thirty-four trams will be built at Maryborough^ Walkers Limited 
as part of an export contract that will return $43 million to parent 
company Evans Deakin Industries (EDI). 

Up to 80 extra people will be employed it the Maryborough plant to fUJ 
what Is EDI'5 largest ungle export contract. It b the Gnt project for joint 
venturers EDI and German transport company AEG Bahnsvsteme 
The light rail vehicles will be designed and built at Walken and form pan 
of the firs: stage of the Kuala Lumpur light rail transit system. AEG will be 
responsible for overall project management and traction design. 

In Maryborough to make the announcement. EDI chief executive and 
managing director Dennis O'Neill said the contract was i major step for 
Maryborough and the country. 

“When the vehicle leaves here it will be finalised as an operating vehicle. 
We can't fully test it here — the final commissioning will be done in Kuala 
Lumpur — but we art doing work that wouldn't otherwise have been done in 
Australia. To be involved in any big tender with international partners is a 
big step for Maryborough and for Australia " 

Mr O’Neill said there was huge potential far light rail systems throughout 
the world. “As urban populations and densities increase so does ihe demand 
for an efficient public transport system “Trams are returning to popularity 
because they are a fast, safe means of public transport which reduce traffic 
congestion and are pollution free. Opportunities for the joint venture ir light 
rail development art abundant, particularly in the South East Asian region." 

Member for Maryborough Bob Dollin said the contract was what the Fra- 
ser Coast and national economies needed. “It'S great for Maryborough and 
its economy, the Queensland economy and Australia's We need these large 
export contracts. Walken probably is m a better situation now than ever.*

Who killed JFK? 




Former Maryborough historian DaJ McGuirk 
has studied the Kennedy assassination in depth 
for the past two years. Today, he shares with 
Chronicle readers his insights into evidence 
which was either ignored, dismissed or even dis- 
torted by the official investigators. 

McGuirk's words and some exclusive FBI pho- 
tographs cast extreme doubts on the commis- 
sion’s conclusion with mystery still surrounding 
the event that stunned the world 30 years ago 
next month — the assassination of American 
president John Fitzgerald Kennedy.

Author disputes 
official findings

More evidence io diaprove (he official 
rtroon of the Kennedy assassination 
will be revealed la a new book soon 
lo be released in the I nited States. 

The book. Sever Aeain!. the Gov- 
ernment JFK Assasstnatioa Conspir- 
acy. it by American author Harold 
Weisberg! a leading critic of the War- 
ren Commission* findings and a man 
acknowledged by the FBI to know 
more about the assassination than 
anyone in the FBI itself 

So far. Weisberg has obtained 
about 330.000 once secret records, 
from minutes of secret sessions of 
the Warren Commission to FBI files, 
through law suits lodged under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

The book contains dose-up photos 
of the president s nr wmch are pub- 
lished for the first time and the pos- 
sible reason whv bullet fragments 
wete nor taken from Teas Governor 
Jonn Connally » bod\ who was in- 
jured when Kenned'- was killed. 

The Warren Commission main- 
tained the bullet that went through 
Con nail v had first entered Kennedy's 
neck from a point high on the back 
virtually at the base of bis neck, and 
exited through the front of hr* neck, 
going through the knot of the tie and 
the shin collar as it did so Wsuberg 
contends the entry wound was at the 
front of the neck, the exit wound ui 
the back, between the shoulderb- 
, lades. 

The angle made by connecting 
these entry and exit points was 
aligned by the commission with the 
sixth floor window from where Lee 
Harvey Oswald allegedly fired 
Anything that contradicted this 
line of fire would mean an altogether 
different angle and therefore some 
other position for the asaasin. 



Unfortunately, any path made by 
the bullet through Kennedy* neck 
was not established by the autopsy 
surgeons who failed to "track" it by 
dissecting the outer wounds and the 
area m between This inexplicable 
omission placed more importance on 
other evidence put forward by the 
commission, such as the buikt holes 
it claimed were in the shin collar and 
tie. 

Weisbergs book also uses close-up 
photos taken by the FBI showing the 
collar of thepresident's shirt, photos 
which the FBI did not show to the 
commission. What these photos re- 
veal are not bullet holes, but two 
slits Weisberg chums are scalpel cuts. 
Weisberg points out they do not co- 
incide as bullet holes would, and are 
not ever, the same length. He claims 
they were made bv a nurse as she cut 
away Kennedy 's rie. 

During the Warren inquiry*, 
Charles Cameo, the only doctor in 
Dallas who had seen Kennedy s body 
before his doming was cut awav. was 
asked twice to describe the location 
of the wound to tne front of Kenne- 
dy's neck Cameo repeated the 
wound was above the shin collar 
But reference to this evidence was 
left out of the commission's report — 
like a lot of other evidence that did 
not fit in with the "tone assassin" 
theorv 

When Weisberg interviewed Car- 
nco he not only confirmed the presi- 
dents tie had been cut off in a nor- 
mal emergency procedure, but 
demonstrated how it was done using 
his own be He pulled it away from 
his bods with m* left hand and using 
an imaginary scalpel m bw right 
slashed at a point next to the knot, 
first one cut upwards anu a second 
downwards to sever it One of the 
two nurses working under Carrico at 



Parkland Hospital did just that with 
Kennedy's tie. and on each cutting 
stroke the shirt immediately below 
the tie knot was nicked by the razor- 
sharp scalpel tip 

The commission also claimed the 
bullet had passed through the tie 
knot and referred to a hole in the tie 
as proof this was so. What Wetsberg 
found when he obtained close up 
photos of the tie. and was able to 
examine the tie which is now in the 
US National Archives to Washing- 
ton. were two nicks, neither of which 
were bullet holes and neither of 
which had penetrated the tie. One 
nick was made by the nurses scalpel, 
in the extreme top left comer, and 
the other by the FBI who removed a 
sample of tie material for spectro- 
graphic analysis That analysis con- 
firmed no traces of a bullet had been 
found on either shirt collar tv u*. 
TV commission lawyer w*o * ote 
up par of the report len out 
anv mention of the spearojraphic 
analysis, instead referring to the slits 
in the collar and hole in the ue as 
evidence of a bullet exiting at that 
point. 

Weisberg* evidence proves the 
bullet that went through Kennedy’s 
neck could not have been fired from 
the sixth floor snipers perch where 
Oswald was supposed to have fired 

That the FBI tampered wiih the 
evidence is plain They undid and re- 
knotted the tie with their own hole 
l made when the sample piece was 
cut out) moved doser to the centre 
and photographed it to make it look 
more like a bullet hole 

The bullet fragments still in Con- 
naiiy s body have a lot to say on the 
theory of "the so-called "mane bul- 
let". This near pristine bullet was 
he:d responsible lor all seven oon-

fatal wounds to Kennedy and Con- 
nally The "magic bullet" was found 
by a Dallas hospital engineer on a 
theatre trollev in a corridor long al- 
ter the events in the emergency 
rooms 

No evidence was ever produced 
that connected the trolley with Con- 
nally or Kennedy, yet the bullet had 
to have come from Connally to fit 
the "magic bullet" theory When the 
FBI examined this almost unmarked 
bullet they found it had been wiped 
dean of any surface residue of blood 
and tissue or traces left by clothing 
fibres. 

As Weisberg says, this one bullet 
was supposed to have gone through 
the president's neck high up on ids 

nght shoulder without touching any 
bones, exiting through his collar and 
ue. then at a speed greater than 
sound, executed manoeuvres like 
nothing in science or mvthology, 
turning sharply downwards and to 
the right to enter Connallv's chest 
under his right armpit and smashing 
four inches of his fifth nb before 
coming out under the right nipple, 
from there dipping sharply down to 



smash the heavy bones in hts nghi 
wrist, after which, partially exhaust- 
ed. it penetrated his left thigh jur 
under the skin where it came to s 
stop after about three inene- 

This bullet, showing almost no dts 
ton ion in profile lo«t little weight ir 
its passage through two bodies. The 
combined weight of the fragment* ip 
Connellys body could destroy ths 
"magic bullet theory ". The recoverec 
bullet lost a mere 2Vi grains the FBI 
testified — it takes 4«.t grains to 
make an ounce If the weight of the 
fragments still in Connollys body 
and the other fragments known to 
have existed were more than Hz 
grams, it would point to another bul- 
let being involved 

There is now no chance to com- 
pere the fragments till in ht* body 
with specimens removed from him in 
surgery in 1963 — the original frag- 
ments have all been “lost" by the 
FBI. 

Weisberg contends the failure to 
recover the bullet fragments from 
Connolly’s body is one more episode 
in the long history of the cover-up 
surrounding Kennedy’s assassination 



{Postscript sparks a friendship 



Wnen historian Da. McGuirk. * for- 
mer Maryborough resident, wrote to 
the greatest living authority on the 
John F Kennedy assassination. Har- 
ed Weisberg. two vean ago. be did 
not expect a long ictiei .n reply. 

Altai he received was a five page 
letter that was the beginning of a 
substantial correspondence and u 
warm friendship- 

Dal McGuirk had ontv i verv aen- 
eral interest in the JFK a.vas>inauun 
but now it became a focused ongo- 
ing interest which b' was able to 
share with Harold Wstsbe"g. 

In a postscript to his first letter. 
Dal McGuirk had asked almost as 
an afterthought why none of the au- 
thors he had reaa had seen what 
seemed a logical explanation for the 
sequence of events involving Oswald 
and toe shooting of a Dallas police- 
man and Oswald's arrest soon after 
in i theatre. 

In his reply. Harold Weisberg 
wrote that in nearly 30 yean of ie~ 
search and handling nearly i7.000 
interviews on radio and TV and 
talkback radio and answering lei 
ten. Dal McGuirk w as the first per- 
son to see tbe same logical signifi- 
cant in this sequence of events that 
he had written about in his first 
book. Whitewash (which Dal 
McGuirk had not read at that 
stage) 

Dal McGuirk is a teacher and mil- 
itary historian based in Auckland. 
He has written three books on the 
subject of tbe Afrikakorps, the Ger- 
man army that fought in North Afri- 
ca under Field Marshall Rommel be- 
tween 1941 and 1943.

He developed this interest in the 
German side of the North African 
campaign while a young student at 
Maryborough Boys High School in 
the late 1950s. 

He has had articles dealing with 
the subject of his books published in 
magazines and journals around the 
world. 

McGuirk describes Weisecrg. who 
’■> now SO years and in poor health, 
oi "a very famous, a very brave 
man. And that must go (or his wife 
Lil too". 

The Weisbergs together have had 
to work through nearly a million 
pieces of paper that came their way 
as the result of actions tried through 
US Federal Courts to obtain copies 
of official records relating to the 
JFK assassination. 

Dal McGuirk describes the JFK 
assosunaaon and official cover up 
.e says followed it as the most sig- 
nificant single event in modem 
world history. 

He says. ‘It was a pivotal event 
which turned the history of the 
whole world. After two year's seri- 
ous study 1 ;m convinced Oswald 
did not fire any shots at Kennedy. 

*1 do not know who did; but Os- 
wald certainly did not 

"Many of the books I have read 
are very rubbishy, based mainly on 
authors’ theories "and speculation. 

‘If there is one thing more impor- 



tant than anything else I have learnt 
from my correspondence with Weis- 
berg. it is the significance oi the sim- 
ple tact that tbe crime was not prop- 
erly investigated at the time. 

-Weisberg. like other complete!* 
reliable authors such as Sylvia 
Meagher and Howard Rotfman. has 
stuck with reference only to what u 
a matter of public record, that is the 
evidence garnered t>\ . the Warren 
Commission and what has been re- 
leased from other official investiga- 
tive agencies such as the FBI. 

"As a historian myself. 1 know the 
importance of basing what you write 
on indisputable fact. 

"Personally. I do no; ,now wtr.ch 
is morally worse — the assassina- 
tion. or the government cover up 
that toUowed and which operates to 
this day. 

"Frankly it scares me." 

Harold Weisberg has eminently 
suitable qualifications for the role he 
has taken for himself over tbe past 
30 years as the foremost critic of the 
work of the official version by the 
US Government of the assassina- 

U °Bcfore World War II he had been 
a journalist and when war came he 
joined the OSS (Office of Strategic 
Services) the forerunner of the mod- 
ern CIA. 

This was followed after the war by 
study for a law degree after which 



he worked as an investigator for a 
number of US Senate sub-commit- 
tees. 

This background equipped him 
with the ability to read officialese 
and bureaucratic language and un- 
derstand their nuances. It also gave 
him the knowledge required to trace 
the path of memoranda and other 
notes through government offices 



Mary lands Hood College in Au- 
gust recognised Weisberg’s vean of 
scholarship by giving honourary hu- 
mane letters doctorates to both Har- 
old and Lillian Wetsberg. 

A Hood history professor. Dr 
Gerald McKnight. who teaches a 
class on the “politics of assassina- 
tion" said at the ceremony most 
books on the Kennedy assassination 
were flawed by authors who mix 
facts and hypotheses or others wbu 
have no respect tor tacts and were 
exploiting the subject to gain fame 
and fortune. 

In contrast, Weisberg "s work had 
not centred on who killed Kennedy 
or why — subjects which were now 
a “dead zone" — but his research 
and scholarship bad targeted the US 
government's political whitewash, 
tbe Warren Commission's falsifica- 
tion of evidence. Dr McKnight said. 

Following tbe death of Texas 
Governor John Connally in June 
and in the wake of controversy con- 
cerning whether bullet fragments 
still in his body should be removed 
for scientific testing. Dal McGuirk 
wrote the article reprinted above for 
an Auckland Sunday national paper. 

In researching and writing the sto-

S he had the full co-operauon of 
arold Weisberg. spending over 
S250 in phone calls to Weisberg in 
the USA to carefully check every 
detail. 

Weisberg went as far as supplying 
McGuirk with om -ai - tru.v -. 
obtained from Uxc o$ Go. eminent 
after actions taken through the 
courts under the US Freedon- ot In- 
formation Act. 

Ono of these photo*, never previ- 
ously published and showing the 
slain president's tie. was taken from 
Weisbergs new book, his eighth, ti- 
tled Never Again! The Government 
JFK Assassination Conspiracy. This 
new book is due for release in the 
USA next month. 

This Important photo of JFK’s tie. 
which was not shown to the Warren 
Commmisaon by the FBI, is repro- 
duced for the first time in Australia 
today.
